“The easiest dessert to 
bake is cookies,” said Sissy Cimma. 

Although the menus are determined by Godek, 
the staff can make substitutions on their dessert 
offerings. Helen said it is no problem for them to 
adapt recipes from home for use at school. She 
noted that the children have the option to choose 
a peanut butter sandwich in place of the main 
menu selection of the day.

Melconian’s Science Committee 
Slates Five Public Hearings 


Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield), Chairwoman 
of the Senate Committee on Science and 
Technology has announced that the Committee 
has scheduled five public hearings in October and 
November of 1993. 

The hearings are to be held in ditterent regions 
of the state, all with the same objective: to 
stimulate technological growth in Massachusetts 
and achieve for Massachusetts real economic 
growth. 

The first hearing took place at Springfield 
Technical Community College, Springfield, on Oc- 
tober 5th and addressed largely two areas: how to 
tailor educational needs to address changing 
technology; and how to develop technological ad- 
vances in transportation systems, with a par- 
ticular focus on MAGLEV (magnetic levitation) 
technology. 

The program was a tremendous success and 
boasted some of the foremost leaders in 
technological education and transportation. The 
morning session heard testimony from adademi- 
cians and industrial leaders where the afternoon 
portion took the form of a ‘‘roundtable” panel ad- 
dressing specifics of how to make MAGLEV 
technology in Massachusetts a successful reali- 


y. 

The second hearing took place on Thursday, 
October 14th at University of Massachusetts 
Medical Center in Worcester. Its focus was on the 
expansion of the biotechnology industry, 
specifically focusing on the industry’s extraor- 
dinary success in developing a cluster of biotech 
research parks in Worcester.

To The Editor. 

In a newspaper article published on October 
3rd, 1993, this writer was quoted as saying in 
reference to the candidates in the upcoming elec- 
tion: ‘I don’t see any great difference—they re all com- 
ing from the same angle, saying the same things they’ve 
always said. There is nothing new in what they are pro- 
posing.”’ 

That still happens to be the fact. To date, no 
new progressive programs have been presented 
to the voters for their consideration.

The reserves are nil and cannot 
earn additional funds due to the low interest 
rates. Unencumbered state and federal funds 
have been reduced or shut off completely. And 
any current available funds are usually ap- 
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propriated for employee salary increases. it’s time 
for Agawam residents to face the facts! 

What does all this mean? Well, it’s time for the 
city and all residents to tighten up their belts and 
to strive to do the best that we can under distress- 
ing circumstances. f , 

Will putting into office an inexperienced NEW 
leader solve the problems? No! Of course not! 
Nothing new for the administration would be ac- 
complished by doing so. Especially if we put in a 
candidate whose only claim so far is an attempt 
to solve one issue ... to get cooperation between 
the Council and the Mayor's office. His past 
history and reputation wouldn’t seem to allow him 
to even come close to an accomplishment of such 
a dead theory.

The Importance Of The Family Unit

The family unit is probably the single most im- 
portant determining factor in the prevention of 
crime in today’s society. Parents are responsible 
for fostering a sense of pride, security, and well- 
being within the family; and, through the sharing 
of mutual love and respect, each child can go 
forth and spread a genuine feeling for people and 
respect for the law that protects them. 

Webster's defines family as “‘the basic unit in 
society having as its nucleus two or more adults living 
together and cooperating in the care and rearing of their 
own or adopted children.’’ Cooperating and caring 
together is the main theme, and the essential in- 
gredients necessary for a family to thrive and be 
successful. 

Unfortunately, two or more adults present in the 
home is not always the case, and in such in- 
stances, additional weight must be borne by the 
single parent. Adult problems must be handled in 
an adult fashion so as not to disrupt what remains 
of the family. 

lf common sense and calm prevail, children will 
not have to be exposed to the bitterness and lack 
of understanding we sometimes demonstrate 
toward each other as adults. 

Children must constantly be assured and 
reassured that they are loved and someone cares. 
In order to learn discipline, they must be exposed 
to an environment of rules and obligations, 
tempered with a genuine feeling or understan-

If practiced within the family unit, the process 
will be repeated and reapplied throughout all 
other areas of life. This will allow for less time on 
the streets seeking answers not available at 
home. 

Attitudes are also an important part of the 
growth process, and rather than being born with 
them, children acquire and develop attitudes from 
their parents. Consequently, problems can usual- 
ly be traced back to the very beginning stages of 
family life. 

Teachers cannot be held responsible for 
anything other than instructing children as part of 
the educational process. Police cannot be held 
responsible for the act or deed which entered the 
child into the legal system. The ultimate respon- 
sibility for our children and their interaction with 
society will always rest within the family unit. 


Finding the time to be together is sometimes 
difficult and often exchanged for an easier way 
out. However, quality time spent caring and shar- 
ing might just be the key to watching our children 
grow into mature, responsible adults. 

Blame is a tough word and, all too often, it 
evokes a hasty and sometimes bitter response. 
Let us, rather, take a lesson from ex-pro basket- 
ball great M.L. Carr, who once stated, ‘If we con- 
centrate our efforts on building children, less time 
will be spent repairing adults.”

— Installed new water/sewer data information 
system. 

“The town is also in the process of installing a 
network system to tie all the personal computers 
together to maximize data sharing and gain soft- 
ware uniformity. 

“The town is also awaiting the installation of 
completely new financial, collections, payroll and 
school data software during 1994 and 1995. This 
software will greatly improve our administrative 
operations, and take advantage of leading edge 
technology. 

“The town has made great strides over the past 
four years in improving its efficiency through 
utilizing computer technology. We have built a 
good foundation, and we can look forward to 
higher quality service and increased effec- 
tiveness in the future,” concluded Mayor 
Johnson.

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Servis Offers ‘‘Bill Of 
Rights’’ For Taxpayers 


Agawam Council candidate Kent Servis has 
submitted the Agawam Taxpayer's Bill of Rights 
to the Town Council for adoption as a Resolution. 

Kent is an advocate of citizens’ rights and 
justice for residents who have property tax 
disputes with the city. Servis became active in 
local politics after an Agawam family was denied 
money that was due them as a result of overpay- 
ment. They were denied full due process at a 
public hearing in April, in Servis’ opinion. 

Servis stated, ‘This whole angry mess could 
have been avoided if the Lalli family had been 
given full and complete disclosure of their rights 
to appeal from the very beginning. There was too 
much ambiguity and lack of accurate information 
given to the taxpayer when this first came to light. 

“When a common criminal is arrested for a 
crime, no matter how horrible, he or she is read 
their full rights by the police. Well, if we must ad- 
vise rapists and murderers of their full legal 
rights, don’t our law abiding citizens and tax- 
payers deserve at least as much? 

“The full disclosure of all of the rights and 
methods of redress must be given to protect the 
citizens of our town, for the protection of their 
rights and to prevent the type of division that has 
occurred on our Council over this hotly contested 
case.” 

Servis also stated, ‘With the new tax bills, 
these bills are only based on estimates. The real 
numbers for this year have not been released. To 
compound this problem, the bills do not break 
down the charges that add up to the sum. A tax- 
payer must go to Town Hall to find out exactly 
how the final numbers were arrived at. The Lalli’s 
tax problem occurred during a re-evaluation year, 
and this year is also a re-evaluation year. Every 
taxpayer should thoroughly examine their bills 
and then find out how that figure was arrived at.

“This resolution which follows is preventative 
medicine that would help eliminate the confusion 
and lack of accurate information surrounding the 
procedures for appealing tax problems. Urge your 
elected officials to take a stand in favor of YOUR 
rights. The people of our town ARE the govern- 
ment, your elected officials are EMPLOYED BY 
YOU. Don’t settle for a bunch of double talk or non 
response from those who are supposed to repre- 
sent YOUR interests. Make them do their job as 
YOUR representative, or replace them with so- 
meone who WILL do the right thing for YOU,” 
commented Servis. 

“Whether elected or not, | will always keep a 
watchful eye on our government to insure that our 
citizens are protected. Government is supposed 
to work for us and not against us. Citizens comm- 
ing before the Council at public hearings should 
be treated with respect and dignity. 

“They should not be made to feel unimportant 
or be derided and ridiculed by members of the 
Council. The councilors must realize how difficult 
it is for average folks to get up the courage to 
come to the microphone and express their views. 
Most people are not experts at parlimentary pro- 
cedure and are not accustomed to public speak- 
ing. 

"The Council must not allow itself to intimidate 
those who come forward on an issue. The Council 
must maintain order at meetings, but bludgeoning 
ordinary citizens with parlimentary procedure 
should not be engaged in as a sport,” Servis con- 
cluded. 

The full text of the Agawam Taxpayer’s Bill of 
Rights as submitted to the City Council is as 
follows: 

THE AGAWAM TAXPAYERS BILL OF RIGHTS 

SUBMITTED BY KENT P. SERVIS 

WHERE AS The property taxpayers of the Town 
of Agawam, Massachusetts have not always been 
given full disclosure regarding procedure for 
seeking redress and relief from tax inequities, er- 
roneous billing and assessment errors: and 

WHERE AS The procedures of simple abate- 
ment do not properly or completely address 
wrongful billing and issues of overpayment of 
such wrongful billing; and; 

WHERE AS The procedure for filing appeals, 
regarding the aforementioned problems, up to 
and including the right to petition the Town Coun- 
cil for the passage of a Special Act as a prere- 
quisite to arbitration by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue, are not 
common knowledge among the citizenry; and 

WHERE AS The citizen’s right to demand a 
public hearing on said aforementioned inequities 
or wrongful billings and subsequent overpayment 
and the signature requirements on such initiative 
petitions, along with the right to appeal the deci- 
sion of the Town Council, are not presented in 
writing to the taxpayer, and 

WHERE AS Certain taxpayers of the Town of 
Agawam, Massachusetts have been harmed in 
the past because of clerical error or errors in 
assessment, or wrongful assignment of Town 
owned property to a taxpayer’s bill; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED That the 
Town of Agawam shall cause to be researched 
and published a document which outlines all of 
the rights of appeal and procedure requirements 
necessary for a taxpayer to file and if necessary 
appeal the decisions of the assessor’s office. The 
document shall also include the instructions on 
how to prepare an Order to file a Special Act for 
submission to the Town Council, which range 
from simple abatement requests up to and in- 
cluding initiative petitions for public hearings and 
the right to appeal the decisions of the Town 
Council directly to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts by sufficient petition signatures 
of registered voters in the Town of Agawam. 

Furthermore, any taxpayer in the Town of 
Agawam, who presents any argument or disagree- 
ment over any issue regarding his or her property 
taxes, shall be given the aforementioned docu- 
ment. The presentation of this document shall be 
mandatory on the part of the Town of Agawam. 

Furthermore, no tax bills in the future shall be 
coded, worded or constructed in such a way that 
the property owner and taxpayer can not easily 
distinguish the categories of the bill along with 
their assessed values and subsequent taxes 
which make up the total.

Vitamin B-12 May 
Protect Your Hearing 


What do band members, construction workers, 
bartenders, and machinists have in common? 
They all may work in noisy environments that can 
harm their hearing. 

Many workers use ear plugs to protect their ear 
drums. Now, according to a study in the American 
Journal of Otolaryngolgy (the study of our ears & 
voice box), getting enough vitamin B-12 may pro- 
tect your ears as well. 

Researchers studied 113 men, average age was 
39, who worked in noisy environments. Fifty-seven 
of the men had tinnitus - the annoying ringing and 
buzzing in their ears - as well as a measurable 
hearing loss. Twenty-nine workers had some hear- 
ing loss, while 27 of the workers were not affected 
by the loud environment. 

Researchers measured the levels of vitamin 
B-12 in the men because it plays a role in keeping 
nerves, including the ones in your ears, healthy. 
They found nearly half the men with tinnitus and 
hearing loss were deficient in B-12 and the lower 
the B-12 levels, the louder the ringing in the ears. 
Only 19% of men with normal hearing were low in 
vitamin B-12. 

Adequate levels of vitamin B-12 can’t fix the 
damage that’s already done to the nerves in your 
ear. However, you may prevent further damage 
and protect your hearing by boosting your B-12 in- 
take to the RDA of 2 micrograms (mcg). 

In terms of food, that means eating four ounces 
of lean meat, fish, or poultry and two servings of 
lowfat milk, yogurt, or cheese each and every day.

The Case For 
International Investing 


You may have noticed that the economies of 
the world are a lot closer to our daily lives than 
they used to be. Whether your job has been af- 
fected by overseas trade or your kids are talking 
about the latest Nintendo game, many of us have 
seen that what happens overseas can eventually 
affect us at home. 

Many investors are changing their thinking and 
becoming more international as they realize that 
times have changed. About 20 years ago, the 
United States had two-thirds of the dollar value of 
stocks worldwide. Today the United States ac- 
counts for just one third of the world market. 

Where has the foreign growth occurred? From 
Great Britain to Taiwan and from Mexico to New 
Zealand, just to name a few. Many analysts agree 
that some foreign companies and economies of- 
fer higher growth potential than can be found in 
the United States. But remember that just 
because there are good growth opportunities 
abroad doesn’t mean that your foreign in- 
vestments won’t go up and down in price. 

That’s no surprise to the seasoned investor. In 
fact, many investors have discovered that the 
foreign markets have a tendency to rise or fall in 
the opposite direction of the U.S. market, giving 
them good opportunities to diversify. This inverse 
relationship between the United States and 
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foreign markets is a general one and is not 
guaranteed to continue, but it has meant that 
some investors have been less affected by market 
downturns than they might have been if they had 
invested only in the United States. 

Investing internationally helped them spread 
their investments across a variety of companies 
in a variety of countries, rather than being unduly 
affected by rises and falls in the U.S. market 
alone.

Another consideration in international  in- 
vesting is the effect that the price of the dollar has 
on your foreign investments. For example, if your 
investment is quoted in German marks and the 
mark mses against the dollar, then your invest- 
ment will be worth more dollars. 

However, if the dollar rises against the mark, 
your Investment will be worth fewer dollars. 
That’s because the marks you would receive if 
you decided to sell your investment would be 
wenn less when you convert them back into 

ollars. 


The changes in currency rates are one of the 
reasons more people are investing in mutual 
funds that purchase international investments. In- 
ternational and global mutual funds have a 
varietyof investment objectives and often invest 
in a broad range of companies and countries to 
help reach their objectives. These funds often 
have relatively low minimum investments, and the 
managers of some funds may be able to “hedge” 
to try to minimize undesirable changes in foreign 
currency exchange rates. 

Of course, you can invest in foreign companies 
on your own in a variety of ways, from purchasing 
stocks on overseas markets to purchasing 
American Depository Receipts (ADRs).

He shows up from time to time in a kilt and 
almost plays the bagpipes, although he’s a sax- 
ophonist by trade. His name’s not McNamara, but 
he is Scott Thomson, the director of Agawam High 
School’s music program. 

He’s a veteran of years of concerts, parades, 
and competitions, putting in long hours so that 
Agawam’s young musicians are exposed to an im- 
pressive variety of musical experiences. As if this 
isn’t quite enough, he’s the Choir Director at 
Agawam’s First Baptist Church and was the Presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Instrumental Conduc- 
tors Association for the 1991-1993 school years. 

A seven-day work week, however, would appear 
to be the least of his problems, with the 
substance of his days devoted to the task of 
guiding 60 or 70 adolescent musicians with a 
legion of non-musical issues on their minds. He is 
to be congratulated and admired for his suc- 
cessful effort. 

| have seen him surrounded by his students, 
each of them in full voice on some different sub- 
ject, and wondered at how he remains unruffled in 
the face of it. Scottish people are known for being 
somewhat taciturn, but he brings this character 
trait to a fine art in dealing with teenage musical 
types. 

He is to be envied for his stamina in this job; 
each time the high school concert and marching 
bands perform, they consistently do it well. 

POTATO SCONES 
(Makes 3 large cakes or 15 quarters) 
2 cups boiled mashed potatoes 
2/, cup flour 
3 tablespoons melted butter or bacon fat

Mrs. Thomson must be 
feeding him something we all ought to know 
about, and in light of Mr. Thomson’s heritage, 
maybe it’s something uniquely Scottish. 

Maybe something like a wee tad o’ Haggis from 
time to time? For the uninitiated, Haggis is one of 
the most traditional foods of Scotland composed 
of animal organs, onion, suet, oatmeal, and 
seasonings, all of which are combined and stuff- 
ed into the lining of a sheep’s stomach. 

it’s customary to drink small glasses of 
whiskey between bites of Haggis; and, if Mrs. 
Thomson is feeding him this delicacy for 
breakfast, it could explain a lot. 

SHORTBREAD 
4 cups all-purpose flour 
4 cups self-rising flour 
2 cups butter 
1 cup confectioners’ sugar 
Y2 teaspoon salt 

Cream the butter and sugar together, then work 
in the sieved flours and salt, very lightly, combin- 
ing thoroughly. Do not knead the dough, as this 
toughens it. Turn out onto a lightly floured board 
or table, and press with the hand into one or two 
large rounds. 

Do not roll the dough. Put onto an ungreased 
baking sheet, pinch the edges with finger and 
thumb, and prick all over with a fork. Bake ina

Ceramic Tile 
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Franks Retires As BIG E Chairman 


The Board of Trustees of Eastern States Exposi- 
tion voted to accept the retirement of its chair- 
man, William A. Franks, Jr., at the annual 
Trustees’ Meeting, held September 25th during 
The Big E in West Springfield, MA. Franks is suc- 
ceeded by Richard M. Cromack, president of 
Greenfield Cooperative Bank who previously serv- 
ed as vice chairman. 

Franks, who was elected a trustee of the Ex- 
position in 1977, became chairman in 1985 with 
the retirement of Willis H. Hayes. During Franks’ 
tenure as chairman, Eastern States Exposition 
saw major physical improvements as well as 
changed in the organization’s structural opera- 
tions. 

However, the most significant ac- 
complishments of Franks’ eight years as chair- 
man were the approvals of the $6.5 million capital 
expansion (scheduled to bréak ground next 
month) and the extension of The Big E’s run to 17 
days, which will commence in 1994. 

“| have completed my agenda,” said Franks, 
who now lives in Sanibel, Florida, and plans to 
pursue personal interests including golf and 
fishing. ‘It’s a great feeling of satisfaction to have 
fulfilled all my major goals for the Exposition,” he 
said. 

“Mr. Franks’ strength was looking ahead,” said 
Wayne McCary, president of Eastern States Ex- 
position. ‘‘He had a very clear vision of what he 
wanted to accomplish, and he looked beyond his 
own term, beyond today, for the Exposition. 

“His legacy is that Eastern States Exposition is 
firmly positioned as a vital entity for the 21st cen- 
tury, facility-wise and management-wise. 
Because of his dynamic.and farsighted leader- 
ship, the Exposition stands on the threshold of a 
new era, looking confidently toward a future that 
may even surpass our past history. 

“Mr. Franks is a man of his word. His word is 
his bond,” McCary said. “His integrity made it 
possible for management to make difficult deci- 
sions when necessary and, effectively, to perform 
our jobs.” a. 

Under Franks, the Exposition initiated the 
single largest capital investment in its history—a 
two-phase improvement project on the south side 
of the 175-acre property, costing $6.5 million over 
the next two years. The design team for the pro- 
ject is headed by Charlie Smith of Bullock and 
Smith Architects of Knoxville, Tennessee. 

During Phase One of the plan (scheduled to 
begin October 7th), the area behind the Coliseum 
known as the “old racetrack” will undergo major 
renovations, including new and wider Midway 
blacktopping, extensive landscaping, the addition 
of modern restrooms and new food service areas. 

Phase Two entails the completion of the 
Agricultural Complex. New construction will add 
over 80,000 square feet of exclusive livestock 
showcase space to the existing facility. Once 
completed, the Agricultural Complex will be one 
of the state-of-the-art facilities of its type on any 
fairgrounds. Phase Two is slated to begin October 
1st, 1994, and will be completed in time for the 
1995 BIG E. 

A triumph for the Exposition under Franks was 
the approval on June 21st by the Town of West 
Springfield for the extension of The Big E to 17 
days. The effort, which was championed by 
Franks, ensures the future economic viability of 
the Fair by extending the annual event to include 
three weekends. 

“Over $10 million was spent in capital im- 
provements during the leadership years of Mr.

Franks,” said McCary. Enhancement projects in- 
cluded the addition of seating, horticultural and 
landscaped areas on the grounds, as well as the 
beautification of the Exposition’s frontage on 
Memorial Avenue. 

In 1985, Visitors Center West (an information 
and restroom facility) was erected. The following 
year, Visitors Center East—with information 
booth, restrooms and souvenir sales under a 
covered plaza—was opened. 

The Brooks Administration Building underwent 
a complete renovation in 1987-1988. In addition, 


an extensive restoration program of many of the- 


18th and 19th century buildings in historic Stor- 
rowton Village was undertaken. 

The $2.7 million Agricultural Complex, encom- 
passing 40,000 square feet of exhibit space, was 
completed in 1989; and, in 1991, the Exposition 
purchased the Hampden County Improvement 
League Building. 

Also during Chairman Franks’ term, the by-laws 
of Eastern States Exposition were streamlined 
and brought up-to-date. Committees within the 
Trustees’ Board of Directors were restructured or 
created to develop better communications and 
greater participation by directors with the daily 
operations of the Exposition, according to Franks. 

Franks also oversaw changes in management 
leadership of the Exposition, including the ap- 
pointment of Wayne McCary as president on July 
1st, 1993; of Steve Eckerson as chief financial of- 
ficer in 1987; Noreen Tassinari as director of 
marketing in January, 1990; and Gerard Kiernan 
as director of operations in February, 1990. 


Franks was president of Park West Bank and 
Trust Company from 1966 to 1980. He is a director 
of WestMass Area Development Corp. and Aaa- 


wam Chamber of Commerce, a trustee of West 
Springfield Boys and Girls Club, and a member of 
Farmington Rivershed Association, National Rifle 
Association, West Springfield American Legion 
Post 207, First Congregational Church, Western 
Mass. Bird Dog, Inc. and Ducks Unlimited. 

A native of West Springfield, he attended West 
Springfield High School, American international 
College and American Institute of Banking. 


At the Trustees’ Meeting, Richard M. Cromack 
was unanimously elected to the post of Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of Eastern States Ex- 
position. A resident of Colrain, Massachusetts, he 
is president and chief executive officer of Green- 
field Cooperative Bank and a part-time sheep 
farmer. 

As the operator of Spurr Brook Farm in Colrain, 
Cromack has been involved in Eastern States Ex- 
position since 1975 when his children first ex- 
hibited in the Exposition’s livestock shows. He 
has been a trustee since 1981. 

“A sensitivity to business as well as agriculture 
are among the qualities of Dick Cromack that will 
bode well for the future of Eastern States Exposi- 
tion,” President McCary said of the new leader. 

Cromack is a director of Franklin Medical 
Center, Franklin County Chamber of Commerce 
and is a trustee of Greenfield Community College. 
He is active in many 4-H programs. 

He is past chairman of Massachusetts League 
of Community Banks and past president of 
Franklin County Agricultural Society (Greenfield 
Fair), Franklin County Assessors Association and 
Mohawk Trail Association. He was formerly vice 
pecan of Franklin Savings Institution in Green- 

ield. 

He is married to Carolyn B. (York) Cromack, who 
with her husband is actively involved in sheep ac- 
tivities. They are the parents of two sons and 
three daughters. 

“lam very pleased to have been named Chair- 
man and to be associated with Eastern States Ex- 
position,” Cromack said. “! look forward to pro- 
moting the projects that Mr. Franks has begun 
and to a warm relationship with the trustees and 
directors. 

“! consider myself more of a farmer than a 
banker and have always enjoyed the agricultural 
lifestyle. It will be my goal to see that agriculture 
ae to play a leading role in The Big E,” he 
said. 

“Also, | am proud to work in an institution in 
which Wayne McCary has made such strides and 
Progress in planning for our future,” said 
Cromack. : 

A new slate of officers was voted in by the Ex- 
position’s 170 trustees, signifying the first change 
in leadership in the governing board since 1985. 

John Lyman, Jr., who operates Lyman Orchards 
in Middlefield, Connecticut, will serve as vice 
chairman. Lyman has been a trustee of the Ex- 
position since 1969. 

William J. Wagner of West Springfield, presi- 
dent of Chicopee Savings Bank and an Exposition 
trustee since 1991, was elected secretary, suc- 
ceeding Lawrence D. Beane. 

Beane was named the board’s treasurer. The 
Huntington, Massachusetts resident is vice presi- 
dent of Brightwood Development Corp. in Spr- 
ingfield. A trustee since 1981, Beane succeeds 
Theodore H. Hanchett, the retired executive vice 
president of Springfield Institution for Savings. 

This year’s edition of The Big E, “New 
England’s Great State Fair,” concluded on Sun- 
day, September 26th.

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Big E ‘93 Delivers Entertainment To A Total Of 858,083 


“It was a banner year for 858,000 delighted 
guests,” said Eastern States Exposition President 
Wayne McCary about the 72nd edition of “New 
England’s Great State Fair” in West Springfield, 
MA. At the conclusion of the 12-day annual event 
on September 26th, 1993, 858,083 visitors were 
Savoring their experience of the finest in top- 
name entertainment, food, agricultural exhibits, 
amusements, and more! 

Variable conditions were the meteorological 
Story of the 1993 Big E, with brilliant, sunny days 
interspersed with cool, rainy, autumn-like spells. 
The Big E tabulated a record-breaking attendance 
of 51 360 on opening day, September 15th. The 
Fair’s final week also began with a day of record- 
high admissions tallying 92,342 on Monday, 
September 20th. 

An unparalleled line-up of free musical enter- 
tainment lit up the 40’x40’ Miller Genuine Draft 
Stage, including Country Hall of Famer George 
Jones, big-time country artists Marty Stuart and 
Diamond Rio, pop star Marilyn McCoo, and the 
legendary sounds of Neil Sadaka. The Drifters, the 
harmonizing Triplets, and the hard-driving blues 
of The Fabulous Thunderbirds also thrilled 
fairgoers. 

Music and magic abounded on Milk’s Music 
Caravan Stage with a steel drum orchestra, The 
Steel Bandits, the smooth pop-soul sound of local 
group, Ahz’Jah, and the hypnotism of Russ 
Bugess. 

“Two hundred Years of the American Circus” 
was heralded on the Fairs opening day with an 
old-fashioned, horse-drawn circus wagon parade 
and an extensive exhibit by Circus World Museum 
from Baraboo, Wisconsin, throughout the Fair. 
Both events were sponsored by Big Y Super- 
Markets. 

The Big E Circus, under the Big Top, sponsored 
by Coca-Cola, once again held fairgoers spell- 
bound with international acts of renown, among 
them The Flying Espanas, the Christiani 
Elephants, and high-flying high jinks of The 
Acromaniacs. 

The Big E presented the Hofbrauhaus Alpine 
Festival in an airy 100’x200’ pavilion with a Ger- 
man gift shop under a canopy of evergreen with 
banners and hand-painted murals. Lovers of 
authentic Bavarian cuisine chose from full-course 
dining on china and linen or a wurst sandwich in 
the Dortmunder Cafe, and tapped their toes to the 
lively entertainment of the Stratton Mountain 
Boys. Count Arco himself was on hand to tap a 
keg of Count Arco’s Festbier of Germany. 

Joie Chitwood’s Thrill Show brought its 50th an- 
niversary Nostalgia Tour to The Big E, revving up 
audiences with spine-tingling automobile and 
motorcycle stunts, as the “Danger Angels’ per- 
formed an electrifying blend of classic stunts and 
new innovations in thrill show action. 


New this year, U.S. Space Camp Expo 
mesmerized would-be astronauts with interactive 
displays, videos, models, and out-of-this-world ar- 
tifacts. Thousands of visitors enjoyed free, guided 
tours of the Fairs livestock areas and barns, 
given continuously for eight hours each day by 
Barn Tours “The Original.” 

With authentically dressed presenters as 
guides and demonstrators, fairgoers got a glimp- 
se of Early American life at Storrowton Village 
Museum, a reconstructed 19th century village. 
Educational crowd-pleasers on the Village Green 
included demonstrations of antique tools by 
“Nick”? Nichols, chairmaking by A.K. Phillips and 
“Dr. Balthazar’s Medicine Show,” featuring Mike 
Follin of the Ohio Historical Society. 

On the Village Green, the State Line Gazebo 
featured Alvin and the Chipmunks and children 
participated in 19th century lawn games. The 
popular stage was also host to the robot-like 
movements of The Mechanical Man and The Liv- 
ing Doll. Fr ; 

The gentle familiar and exotic animals of 
Freihofer’s Petting Zoo drew huge crowds, as did 
the popular Farm-A-Rama Building with its 
kaleidoscope of live farm animals, prize-winning 
produce, 4-H horticulture and vocational 
agriculture exhibits. At the Giant Pumpkin and 
Squash Weigh-Off, sponsored by New Milford 
Farms, a 516.8-pound pumpkin broke a seven-year 
record taking first place and a 200.8-pound giant 
squash won the blue ribbon. 

Along the Avenue of States, fairgoers sampled 
the best of New England in the splendid state 
buildings and learned about their agriculture, in- 
dustry, commerce and natural resources. 

In the New England Center, the “Year of the 
American Craft” was commemorated in a special 
exhibit showcasing the fine artistry and craft- 
smanship of the Americas. Works from the 
Salmon Falls Artisans Showroom of Shelburne 
Falls, MA, and functional and ornamental works 
by artisans from Medellin, Colombia, were 
featured. Prize-winning entries from CRAF- 
TADVENTURE ‘93 were on display along with en- 
tries from the summer contest’s special theme 
class, “The Circus.”

The Eastern States Exposition Horse Show 
brought 10 days of beauty and splendor to the Col- 


iseum with over 800 horses participating in show 
horse classes and draft horse competitions. 

Visitors perused a kaleidoscope of 700 outdoor 
and indoor exhibits to meet their recreational, 
home, industrial, educational and aesthetic 
needs. The Better Living Center, housing 145 ex- 
hibits, was a paradise of domestic and interna- 
tional shopping. The Fair also had 160 food loca- 
tions, 145 craft booths and 150 outdoor shops. 

The tempting, trademark edibles at the Fair in- 
cluded: Belgian waffles, fried dough, Syrian 
pocket sandwiches, French fries, cotton candy 
and popcorn. Hunger and thirst were sated as 
visitors consumed 50,000 Maine baked potatoes, 
representing 24 tons of spuds, more than three 
tons of sour cream and 1% tons of butter. 

They devoured nearly nine tons of roast 
chicken, served by the Agawam Lions Club;

This Week At THE MOVIES

—The Age of Innocence 

In a film unlike anything he has ever done 
before, Martin Scorcese has created an enduring 
masterpiece, The Age Of Innocence—though its 
characters may be anything but. _ z,. 

Based on Edith Wharton’s classic text, it’s the 
story of the elegant lawyer Newland Archer 
(Daniel Day Lewis) who, despite liberal inner 
thoughts, is outwardly proper; his affianced May 
Welland (Winona Ryder), whose simplistic, seem- 
ingly dimwitted persona is only a curtain covering 
a shrewd, manipulating, albeit loving bride; and 
the disgraced and socially unacceptable 
Countess Ellen Olenska (Michelle Pfeiffer) as the 
other woman, whose biggest mistake is coveting 
May’s husband and (later) husband. a 

It’s a film of manners and mores of America’s 
upper crust, circa 1870, though the film spans 
more than 30 years in total. 

It’s a time when one could do whatever one 
wants (especilly a man), as long as you didn’t talk 
about it .. a time of fashionable addresses, 
fashionable people, class distinction, and elegant 
manners. 4 

Archer, though affianced to May, is irresistably 
attracted to her flamboyant and unconventional 
cousin Ellen, a countess who has left her husband 
behind in Europe—permanently. They dance 
around each other; and, while Archer does love 
his socially acceptable May, his passion is 
directed to Ellen, who shares his feelings and 
wages war against them. - 

The film is opulent, a lush tapestry of whirling 
dancers; operatic and Viennese music; elegant 
dinners; magnificient flowers in gardens, on 
tables and floral shops; paintings and crystal; of 
butlers and white gloves and bouttonieres ... a 
dazzling display that fills the screen with color 
and a time recreated so authentically that the 
viewer is transported back 120 years. ‘ 

It’s an erotic film, though its most erotic scene 
has. Archer simply unbuttoning Ellen’s glove at 
the wrist and kissing her pulse—it had the au- 
dience holding its collective breath. Another se- 
quence simply has him embracing her, his head 
resting at her lap, her hands stroking his head (no 


other words or actions were needed). 

What fascinates the viewer over and above the 
physical beauty of the film is the intrigue that lies 
beneath the surface: the scorned woman has a 
code of honor; the sweet-tempered wife has a 
deviously-determined edge as she struggles to 
keep her husband; and Archer, tormented Archer, 
is torn between his love and a code of duty, 
ethics, and responsibility. 

Archer, at 57, talks with his son, who tells him 
his late wife, May, knew she could trust Archer 
because ‘‘he gave up what he wanted most when | 
asked him to.” Archer replies, “She never asked 
me....” 

And he is left to choose between his dreams of 
long ago and another chance at love. 

The film runs nearly two-and-a-half hours long, 
though it passes in minutes, or so it seems. 

The brilliant opening segment—close-ups of 
flowers opening their petals to the sun behind 
panels of anique lace—is just a hint of brilliant 
things to come. The panorama of opera in those 
glory days, the infant landscape of New York City 
in the snow, the dinners with dish after dish of 
food so artistically designed it could be art, floral 
arangements and crystal perfectly placed, the 
details of waistcoat and watches, of drawing 
rooms and cigars, of white gloves lining a table 
outside a ballroom ... each detail is highlighted, 
sidelighted, and showcased in minute detail, with 
Scorcese taking the time to show the ac- 
coutrements as well as telling the tale. 

His camerawork is superb; a segment leading 
up to a post-opera ball begins with the frame of 
the room with paintings and chandeliers draped. 
Before your eyes the drapes vanish, the fur- 
nishings appears, and then the people, first a cou- 
ple, then dozens, then the dancing begins ... one 
image superimposed over its fading predecessor. 

Similar images disclosed a key in Archer’s 
pocket, a key folded into a note, folded into an 
envelope, tucked into a pocket. 

It all leaves you breathless with its sheer beauty 
.. Which is why I’m writing this after a second 
viewing: | had to make doubly sure | didn’t miss a 
thing.

Suffield: “I’ve had worse things done to me by 
far better people,” Suffield Players actor John 
Howland quipped after emerging from a special 
cast made of his face. 

The cast was the creation of fellow Players 
Craig Parker and Dr. Eugene Markowski, made to 
help prepare Howland for the Players’ up-coming 
production of I’m Not Rappaport, a wry comedy by 
Herb Gardner, in which Howland portrays one of 
two 80 year-old men, who take on life and relatives 
in New York’s Central Park. 

The problem: how to age the 47 year-old 
Howland some 35 years. The solution: a “life 
mask” created by covering the actor's face witha 
quick drying solution of a gooey pink rubber-like 
substance used to make dental molds. This is 
then covered with plaster strips to give the mask 
strength. 

The result: a reverse cast of the actor’s face. 
This cast is then refilled with plaster to create a 
positive image or bust of Howland, that the 
special-effecis make-up crew will use to designa 
new latex “skin” for him.

Clark Third Grader 
Just Glad To Be 
One Of The Guys

Something extraordinary is happening at 
James Clark School. Eight year-old Matthew 
Hooks is attending third grade, making new 
friends, and finding his own way to fit in with the 
group. 

He is eager to learn, looks forward to going to 
school each day, and like most kids, thinks recess 
is the best part of the day. Matt’s classroom 
teacher Shirley Letora calls him a ‘superstar in 
the classroom.” 

Matt is a special boy with some difficult 
challenges to face and overcome. Matt has 
autism, a developmental disability manifested by 
behavioral problems, motor control problems, and 
the inability to communicate through spoken 
language. 

Although the cause of autism is unknown, 
many educators feel the violent behavior of 
autistic children is caused by their frustration at 
not being able to communicate. Autistic children 
often endure the stigma of being thought to be 
mentally ill or to be functioning at low intellectual 
levels (when in fact they are often gifted in certain 


areas). 
Like A Miracle 

For Matt’s mother, Barbara Hooks, his success 
in third grade is “like a miracle.” Matt’s story is 
something of a technologically updated version 
of the Helen Keller story. For Matt, the “miracle 
worker” has been the assistive technology of 
facilitated communication. 

With the help of his one-on-one teaching assis- 
tant, Karen Modzelewski, and the computerized 
Canon communicator, Matt is finally able to let 
people know what he is thinking and feeling. 

As Matt now explains, ‘| was never able to tell 
anyone what | wanted to do. How | think and feel. 
For seven years everything was locked inside. 
Now | am able to express myself like | was never 
able to before.” 

With Ms. Modzelewski’s help, Matt types out 
his messages, letter-by-letter, on the keyboard of 
the hand-held device. The communicator prints 
out Matt’s messages on strips of paper that are 
becoming collectors’ items at Clark. Resource 
room teacher Nancy Shaker said, “We have a col- 
lection of tapes. We revel in this.”” Mrs. Letora 
also noted that the other children in Matt’s class 
are saving their tapes as well. 

Until February of last year, Matt attended 
substantially separate Special Education classes 
through the Lower Pioneer Valley Educational 
Collaborative and at the Developmental Learning 
Center at Phelps School. Matt’s mother describes 
his years in special education classes as a 
“disaster.’’ Matt cried much of the time, hated go- 
ing to school, and sometimes became violent at 
school. 

Matt’s breakthrough came during Thanksgiving 
week last year when he learned how to use the 
communicator. At the time, Matt had been placed 
in what has been described as a low functioning 
class working on letter and sound recognition. 
Matt astonished his teachers with one of his first 
messages, “Please teach me to talk. I’m sad |

can’t talk.” 

Matt told us that learning to use the com- 
municator was “‘one of the greatest things to ever 
have happened to me.” 

Taught Himself To Read and Spell 

Not only had Matt taught himself to read and 
spell, he had learned math skills on his own and 
well. “| was alone for seven years. | had to teach 
myself or I’ll go crazy. | needed something to do. 
Books were a very important thing for me,” Matt 
can now explain. 

Even Matt’s mother had no idea he was doing 
much more than merely leafing through his 
books. 

Since then, Matt’s progress has been amazing, 
although not without a few setbacks. As soon as 
he could make his feelings known, Matt insisted 
he wanted to be placed in a regular education 
class. He wanted to attend his neighborhood 
school and be treated like everyone else. 

Matt is quick to admit he had some problems 
when he was placed in a first grade class at Clark 
last February. “My main problem was my frustra- 
tion. | was smarter than first graders and no one 
seemed to realize this. That’s why | acted out so 
much.” 

Working with Mrs. Shaker, Matt is learning to 
‘use your words so the world will know who you 
really are’’ rather than expressing his feelings 
through his behavior. ‘“‘He’s in charge. He knows 
what he has to do to be part of the group,” said 
Mrs. Shaker. She proudly notes Matt’s aggressive

behavior has disappeared. “There has not been a 
single incident, not even one, this year.” 

According to Mrs. Shaker, Matt is aware that 
some first grade parents resisted his being 
mainstreamed into a regular education class, 
fearing he would be a ‘negative and disruptive in- 
fluence in the classroom.” 

One of the reasons Matt wanted to tell his story 
was so that everyone would know how much he 
has changed and how far he has come in such a 
short time. Matt said, “l want everyone to know 
who | am and that | want to be like other kids. Its 
just taken me a long time to get people to believe 
in me. It’s hard to think that these people that 
have doubted me for so long will finally believe. | 
want that more than anything.” 

Matt credits the people who have believed in 
him, his mother, Mrs. Shaker, Mrs. Letora, and Ms. 
Modzelewski with his tremendous success this 
year. More than once, Matt asked to be sure to say 
that none of this would have been possible 
without the people who believed in him. 

According to Matt, “Mrs. Shaker is wonderful. 
She has always fought for me and believed in 
me.” 

Mrs. Shaker said Matt has been placed in Mrs. 
Letora’s third grade class based on his abilities. 
Mrs. Letora was quick to point out that Matt is 
following the third grade curriculum (with nothing 
left out).

For the first time a delegation from the Model 
Congress at Agawam High School has been in- 
vited to participate at the Yale College Model Con- 
gress in New Haven on October 22nd-24th.

each of the six delegates will need to contribute

This year interest in the club is at an all-time 
high, according to Mr. Ferranti. ‘It’s great to see 
their enthusiasm,” Mr. Ferranti said.

Special Needs In Ag. 


The Agawam: School Department is very for- 
tunate to be able to provide a wide range of educa- 
tional opportunities to all students, regardless of 


their educational handicapping condition. 
Federal Law 94-142 and Chapter 766 of the Massa- 
chusetts General Laws mandate that all com- 
munities provide appropriate educational oppor- 
tunities to all children. 

In complying with the intent as well as the letter 
of both state and federal constitutional law, the 
Agawm School Department has structured educa- 
tional offerings for children from the age of three 
through 21 years of age. 

Early Childhood Education 

The Department of Special Services currently 
has an early childhood program with five early 
childhood teachers and six teacher assistants 
serving the needs of 135 three and four year-old 
children. The composition of this student group 
consists of 63 handicapped children and 72 peer 
partners. 

The Early Childhood Program is projected to 
start classes in its new facility in mid-October at 
Perry Lane. This state-of-the-art early childhood 
building is the result of a high-level commitment 
to quality educational opportunity for all students 
by Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, the Agawam 
Town Council and the Agawam School Commit- 
tee. 

Resource Room 

Special Education Resource Rooms in the 
Agawam School System serve the individual 
special needs of students in accordance with the 
goais and objectives of each individual’s educa- 
tional plan. On all levels all educational subjects 
are addressed by the special needs teacher. In 
following each individual educational plan, 
students are seen in the resource room for a 
specified number of minutes per day for anywhere 
from one to five days per week. 

Each elementary school has a resource room, 
the middle school has two resource rooms, the 
junior high school has three resource rooms, and 
the senior high schoo! has three rooms following 
the above-mentioned format. Each of these 
classes has a special needs teacher and a 
teacher assistant. 

Substantially Separate Classes 

Substantially separate classrooms in the 
Agawam School System typically serve the 
special needs of students needing intensive, low 
student-teacher ratio programming. In most 
cases, students in this type of classroom setting 
spend the greatest part of their school day in the

American International College has added 
several new faculty members for the fall 
semester.

special needs classroom receiving instruction in 
the areas of English, Math, Social Studies and 
Science. Where appropriate, these students par- 
ticipate in regular physical education, art, music, 
and vocational/technical classes. 

We have four elementary substantially separate 
classrooms located in Benjamin Phelps School, 
three of this type program in the Middle School, 
one class in the Junior High School, and one at 
the Agawam High School. It should be mentioned 
here that two of the substantially separate 
classrooms in the Middle School are language- 
based. These classes stress the whole language 
approach to instruction. 

lf our initial success continues in this approach 
to special needs programming, we are an- 
ticipating extending this format to all levels in the 
Agawam schools. Each of these classes has a 
special needs teacher and a teacher assistant. 
Where educationally appropriate, a substantially 
separate classroom has a second teacher assis- 
tant to assist the teacher in meeting the individual 
needs of each student. 

The Department of Special Services is for- 
tunate to have a number of highly qualified 
specialists to meet the special needs of our 
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students. Three Educational Programmers are 
responsible for coordinating TEAM meetings and 
writing individual educational plans. Each school 
has a Home/School Adjustment Counselor 
assigned to it, and they are responsible for 
meeting the counseling goals and objectives of 
the educational plans of the students assigned to 
em. 

We have four School Psychologists responsible 
for providing appropriate assessment data 
necessary in the development of the educational 
plans. Speech Therapists are available in each 
school to meet the needs of students needing 
speech and language help. 

Students needing help in the areas of fine and 
gross motor skills are assigned to a staff con- 
sisting of two Occupational Therapists and one 
Physical Therapist and one Physical Therapy 
Assistant. Also, a certified Adapted Physical 
Education specialist provides physical education 
to the students who are recommended for this 
program for a medical/physical reason and/or by 
the members of the evaluating TEAM. 

In addition, a registered nurse liaison com- 
pletes our medical/social history when ap- 
propriate.

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The Summer Of °93 For AHS Senior: 
Basking In Hot Sun Of Southern Spain

Agawam High School senior Laura Asta-Ferraro 
has a novel answer to the tired question, ‘‘So, what 
did you do on your summer vacation?’’ Laura return- 
ed in August from a six week exchange program 
in Spain sponsored by the American Intercultural 
Program (AFS). 

Active in the AFS club at AHS for the past two 
years, Laura spent six weeks in southern Spain in 
the small town of Fuente del Maestre. Located 
about a two hour drive from the city of Seville, the 
town has a population of 9,000. 

Laura said she first became interested in par- 
ticipating in an exchange program during her 
sophomore year when her family hosted ex- 
change student Paola Anselmetti from Italy. “l 
saw how much fun the exchange students had,” 
Laura commented. ‘| was really excited until 
about a week before | was set to go. And then | 
worried about getting on a plane and | didn’t think 
my Spanish was good enough, but it was too late 
to change.” 

Looking back on her trip, Laura is thrilled to 
have had the opportunity to travel abroad. 

“It was the opportunity of a lifetime,’ says 
Laura’s mother, Karen Asta-Ferraro. “It might not 
happen again. | think she’s changed. She has 
grown-up and looks at things differently. She’s 
become more opinionated. She’s definitely more 
grown up.” 

Mrs. Asta-Ferraro and her husband, Patrick, ad- 
mitted to being a little worried about their 
daughter going to a foreign country. But they 
knew Laura would always make the right choices. 
“Laura isn’t influenced by peer pressure. She has 
always been able to make the right choices. She’s 
always been nine going on 40,” laughed Mrs. 
Asta-Ferraro. 

Definite Improvement In Spanish 


One result of the trip has been a definite im-. 


provement in her ability to speak and read 
Spanish, Laura said. “‘l had a hard time understan- 
ding older people, especially the men. But if the 
kids spoke slowly, | could understand.” Laura 
said her AHS Spanish teacher agrees that she has 
improved, although she “sometimes picks on me 
for my new Spanish accent.” 

At the airport in Madrid, Laura met Jennifer 
Walker, an AFS student from Detroit on a similar 
exchange. The two girls were both going to the 
same Spanish town and have become good 
friends. Met in Madrid by AFS representatives, the 
girls were put on a train for their final destination. 

As Laura tells it, their train trip could easily sup- 
ply material for a Saturday Night Live skit. Both 
less than experienced travelers, the girls became 
confused about where to get off the train and 
each wanted the other to try out their Spanish in 
an effort to get directions. Laura finally overcame 
her shyness. “I was so happy that the woman 
understood me!’’ she remembered. 

Met at the train station by her new family, Laura 
was “very relieved and happy to be there. | could 
finally get some sleep!” 

Laura was hosted by Jose and Rosi Cuellar 
Percero and their two daughters, 21 year-old 
Esther and 16 year-old Anabell. 

Because her trip coincided with their summer 
vacation, Laura was not able to attend any 
Classes in Spain. ‘‘They’re great about having a 
party all summer long,” Laura said. Getting 
together with friends was entirely different from 
what American teens are used to. With no malls or 
movie theaters in town, the young people gather 
in bars and discos for socializing and dancing 
each night. 

_ Although Americans immediately assume go- 
ing to bars means drinking alcohol, Laura said 
that is not the case. “The bars are a place for 
meeting friends, usually in a large group,” Laura 
said. 

; Different Dating Customs 

Going ona date with just one person is not the 
custom for Spanish teens. For the Spanish young 
people, drinking is not equated with having a 
good time. Laura said the attitude toward drinking 
alcohol is more relaxed, probably because they 
grow up drinking wine at home. “It’s not such a 
big deal to them,’’ Laura commented. 

Life in the small Spanish town was much dif-

ferent from the fast-paced, mobile society Laura 
is used to. With temperatures in the summer rang- 
ing from 90 to 100 degrees, the town pretty much 
closes down from 2:00 until 5:00 p.m. each day. 
Businesses and stores are closed as families 
gather for the main meal of the day at 2:30 p.m. 
After dinner it was siesta time as it was too hot to 
go out. Businesses reopen from 5:00 to 9:00 p.m. 

Laura’s host mother shopped each day for that 
day’s meals as storage space in the kitchen and 
refrigerator was much smaller than in an 
American home. The main meal of the day 
featured salad, home-made noodle soup, 
sausages, and bread. For the most part, Laura 
reports the food was great except for the day tripe 
was served. “I tried it, but | didn’t like it!” 

Laura’s host family lived in an apartment, which 
she says was not like the usual American percep- 
tion of an apartment as being rather small and 
cramped. Their apartment was large and 
spacious, although kitchen appliances were 
generally smaller. A gas heater had to be turned 
on for each shower and electricity is used careful- 
ly as it is so expensive. 

Most families had only one car and the women 
did not usually drive. Laura and her Spanish 
friends relied on walking, mopeds, and public 
transportation to get around. 

One Bullfight Was Enough 

Although her host sisters and their friends are 
not fans of the bullfights, it was decided that 
Laura should attend a bullfight at least once 
before going home. ‘I don’t want to go to another 
one,” Laura said. “It was really gross and we sat 
right in front. Once was enough!” 

Laura explained that there are two styles of 
bullfighting in Spain. At the arena in her town, the 
bullfighters are mounted on horses rather than 
facing the bull on foot. “The bullfighter was 
knocked off his horse into the wall. It was really 
scary the way the bull charged at the wall. We 
jumped back, it was so scary,’’ Laura 
remembered. Thankfully, the bullfighter escaped 
unharmed. 

Laura herself presented some surprises for her 
new Spanish friends, who thought all Americans 
were blond and blue-eyed with light complex- 
ions. More than once she had to explain her dark 
hair and brown eyes were not the least bit 
unusual. Although of not much more than average 
height for an American teenager, Laura was often 
told how tall Americans are. 

Her new friends were surprised to learn that 
American girls play team sports like basketball. 
Skeptical about her ability to play basketball, the 
young men were astonished when Laura accepted 
their challenge to a game and learned that she 
was indeed a skilled player. 

Her visit to Spain has only whetted Laura’s ap- 
petite for foreign travel. Laura hopes to attend a 
college participating in a program to send 
students abroad for a semester of study. Citing 
the quality of the colleges and the museums, 
Laura said, ‘I’m hoping to study in Madrid or in 
Seville.” 

Laura hopes to combine her interest in Spanish 
language study with a career in teaching.

On Saturday morning, October 16th, juniors and 


some sophomores will be taking the PSAT/NMS- - 


QT’s—more commonly referred to as the PSAT’s. 

The test is significant in that it marks the first 
time in 30 years that the College Board has made 
changes in its composition. In an effort to make 
the text more relevant and meaningful, the follow- 
ing modifications have been instituted: 

(1) Antonyms (words opposite in meaning) are 
no longer part of the test. 

(2) Gone in the Verbal Section are the long, bor- 
ing passages, but they’ve been replaced by longer 
reading selections that test the student’s ability 
to compare and contrast, and to analyze two 
passages with conflicting points of view. 

(3) Student-produced responses are the new 
part of the Math Section. Ten questions involve 
the student computing the answer and writing 
that answer on the answer sheet. Unlike the rest 
of the PSAT, this section offers no choices from 
which to select the correct answer. 

(4) The PSAT is 20 minutes longer - 10 minutes 
each for Verbal and Math. Total testing time has 
been increased from 100 to 120 minutes. Ine test 
contains two sections of Verbal and Math, each 
30 minutes in length. 

Why should a student take the PSAT/NMSQT? 

For most students, it is experience in practicing 
for the SAT-I which they will take in May 1994. The 
new SAT-I is patterned after the PSAT. 

In December, students will receive their scores, 
their examination booklet, and a computer prin- 

tout which reveals their responses to each ques- 
tion (along with the correct response). After a 
careful review of their results, students should 
have a good picture of where they stand in 
preparation for the SAT-I. Remember, the PSAT 
results are not sent to schools or colleges. 

A second major reason for taking the 
PSAT/NMSQT is to qualify for the National Merit 
Scholarship Competition. One-half of one-percent 
of the students who take the test may qualify in 
this prestigious scholarship program. They will 
receive notification in September of their senior 
year if they become scholarship semi-finalists. | 

When your child receives his/her scores in 
December, be sure to examine the materials that 
are included so that you better understand the ex- 
am’s results and purposes. If you and your child 
agree that the scores on the SAT-| in May should 
be higher than those scores received on the PSAT, 
you might want to look into an SAT preparation 
course.

Denise Roy Of Agawam Attends 
U.S. Open Wheelchair Tennis Championships 


A Holyoke Community College student from 
Agawam will be the only competitor from Western 
Massachusetts when approximately 500 players 
from 20 countries gather for the U.S. Open Na- 
tional Wheelchair Tennis Championships in Ir- 
vine, California, on October 8th. 

Denise J. Roy, 27, who suffered a spinal cord in- 
jury in an automobile accident eight years ago, 
will travel to Irvine with her coach, Debbie Ginn of 
Amherst, an HCC tutor who takes class notes for 
disabled students. 

On October 1st, Roy played in the sectional 
tournament, sponsored by the U.S. Tennis 
Wheelchair Players, in Wilmington, Delaware. 
Ginn also accompanied Roy on that trip, although 
Roy said she sometimes travels alone to par- 
ticipate in tennis competition. 

“I’m trying to make a name, get ranked and get 
a sponsorship,” said Roy. 

The petite brunette dropped out of competition 
after winning the U.S. Open Tennis Women’s D 
Division wheelchair singles and doubles cham- 
pionship in 1988 because she lacked financial 
support. She said that she started late this season 
to wheel back in and has been seeking sponsors. 

“l’m now using my charge card to go places,” 
she said. 

The avid tennis competitor works part-time in 
HCC’s office for students with disabilities, for 


Cerebral Palsy and Developmental Services of 
Western Massachusetts in Springfield and at the 
Bay Road Tennis Club in Amherst. 

“Pll take any support | can get, even after the 
U.S. Open,” said Roy. “This is something | have to 
do for myself, but also | do it to educate people. 

“People in wheelchairs don’t have to sit home, 
they can get out there. Not enough people know 
about this. If | can be a role model who is out there 
for them, well, | like to think of myself as that. The 
more that people (with disabilities) see this hap- 
pening, the more they will get out there 
themselves.” 

Roy, a human services major, said the whole 
game of tennis is difficult “but | don’t think being 
in a wheelchair makes it more difficult. It’s an in- 
credible feeling.” 

She began playing wheelchair tennis seven 
years ago. Her first tournament win was at the 
Point Set Wheelchair Tennis Classic in March, 
1987. She continued on to compete in nine tour- 
naments and won 12 singles and doubles titles by 
1988. In 1988, she was named New England 
Wheelchair Tennis Athlete of the Year. 

_ Brad Parks, president of the National Founda- 
tion of Wheelchair Tennis, says Roy has “‘incredi- 
ble talent” and “could truly be a tremendous role 
model and encouragement to other women to get 
involved with this outstanding sport.” 
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AHS’ 14-14 Tie With 
Westfield Gives Hope 
For Football Team

Over the years, Agawam High School’s football 
team has suffered some big disappointments in 
Westfield. 

This year’s team had a chance to relive the 
same indignity except Brian Pelligrino stepped in 
front of a Dan Chisholm pass as time was running 
out. The Pelligrino interception sealed a 14-14 tie 
in the Whip city and gave Agawam a chance to 
hold out hope for a potential Super Bowi berth at 
the end of this season. 

Coach Dean Vecchiarelli might have had his 
most shining moment as Brownie football coach 
as he took an ailing team (that has been on the 
ropes) and installed a great game plan which gave 
his team a chance to win ‘“‘an unwinnable game.” 

With starting linemen Matt Forastiere, Matt 
Disco, and Joe Bianca out and injured; and with 
strongman Jason Rossi doubtful, Vecchiarelli 
knew that he couldn’t depend on the three yards 
and aciloud of dust philosophy on which the team 
is built. He had talented tailback Jason Votzakis 
healthy and ready, but feared that the junior 
would get killed if he had to run every play behind 
a line comprised mainly of sophomores and other 


reserves. 
Run And Shoot 

Enter the Run and Shoot! Yes, Vecchiarelli 
made a correct gamble by guessing that senior 
QB Dan Moriarty had the smarts and the arm to 
learn and execute the offense and the kid did an 
amazing job of feeding the open arms of 
Pelligrino and Bob Kunkel. And the Brownies did 
an early dance on the stunned Bomber defense. 
This was an especially big decision based on the 
fact that Moriarty came off a stinker of a game vs. 
Holyoke the previous week. 

Games are long and things are forgotten and it 
is funny that. a game that ended with a big 
Pelligrino interception could have actually begun 
with a big Pelligrino interception. Westfield mov- 
ed on its opening drive from their own 26 down to 
the Agawam 25. 

On fourth and two, Pelligrino stepped in front of 
a pass thrown by QB Dan Chisholm and knocked 
it down to give Agawam the ball back. Had 
Pelligrino secured the ball, he may well have gone 
the distance to give Agawam the lead. This time, 
they would have to settle for the ball. 

Moriarty hit Kunkel with a 17-yard pass on a 
third down conversion to move the ball to the 
Agawam 45. But, he made a bad pass on the ensu- 
ing play and it was picked off (by Chisholm) and 
he ran it back to the Westfield 48. 

Westfield, which featured the running of Greg 
Bevilacqua on its first series, decided to throw the 
ball on its next possession and Westfield played a 
backyard game of pitch and catch and Agawam 
wasn’t invited. Tony Bivins caught a 12-yard 
Chisholm strike; a 35-yard floater; and a five yard 
zip pass in the right corner for a touchdown as the 
Bombers jumped to the early lead. Jason O’Con- 
nor tacked on the point after with 1:42 to goin the 
opening quarter for a 7-0 Bomber lead. 

Pelligrino (everywhere in this game) fielded the 
kickoff as an upback and he got tight to the left

Game Tied With 8:11 Remaining 

Chris Demastrie, getting playing time because 
of all the injuries, showed the coaching staff and 
the fans what he’s all about as he started a hell- 
bent-for-leather game on defense on the next 
series. The powerful kid (from my neighborhood) 
smacked Chisholm hard and the ball came free. 
Brian King pounced on the fumble for Agawam 
and its was in business at the Bomber 19. 

It would be difficult to remember a game where 
an opposing QB got hit so hard, so often. Rossi, 
Demastrie, King, and others hit the Bomber QB at 
every opportunity and they caused fumbles, in- 
tercepts, hurries, and wobbly passes all night in 
the process. It may well have been Agawam’s big- 
gest weapon of the night—a big time pass rush 
never hurt any team. 

Moriarty was quick to convert the play into 
points as he drilled one in to Pelligrino at the four 
yard line and two plays later, the senior QB did the 
QB draw for the go-ahead touchdown. Anderson 
was perfect on the conversion and Agawam led 
14-7 with 6:03 remaining in the second period. 

Rossi and King led the defensive charge on 
Westfield’s next series and got the ball back for 
the offense. Another 14-yard pass to Kunkel got 
the Brownies down to the Bomber 39 immediately 
on the next series, but a sack and two penalties 


made the Agawam kids give it back soon after. 

Westfield moved it a little bit, but not enough 
and the Brownies had the 14-7 lead at intermis- 
sion. 

The second half’s possession actually cost 
Agawam dearly as penalties and then a high and 
wide snap on the punt play gave Westfield the ball 
at the Brownie 23 yard line.

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Schoolboy Soccer... 
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Powerhouse WS Escapes AHS Boys, 1-Zip

Coaches have a variety of ways to motivate 
their teams. And during a long season, it doesn’t 
take long for players to understand on the days 
when coaches are just going through the motions. 

Sure, every coach (and every team) would like to 
win every game, but momentum and intensity are 
tough hombres to harness each and every game. 
But Agawam High boys’ soccer coach Dwight 
Northup certainly got his point across during last 
Wednesday night's match against West Spr- 
ingfield. 

orthup has spent the better part of his 
coaching career as an assistant at West Spr- 
ingfield High School, and he was getting his first 
opportunity to go up against his old squad. The 
motivational speech and tactics that he employed 
should be bottled and saved for future reference. 

Agawam didn’t beat the heavily-favored Terriers 
that night in West Side. In fact, they lost by a 1-0 
score. But, outside of a tie match with Cathedral 
(under former coach Dick Cowles) in the fall of 
1989, no AHS boys’ team every Played a better, 
more intense game since | have been reporting 
the sport. 

Two kids, in particular, played outstandin soc- 
cer for Agawam as they led their team from the ab- 
solute beginning of the 80 minutes and maintain- 
ed their desire and effort for the entire match. 
Todd Boskiewicz (Sweeper) and Judson Graham 
(keeper) had to be hoarse at match’s end. They 
shouted instructions and yelled encouragement 
to teammates all night long, and neighter made a 
mistake in the entire ballgame. 

It would be Graham who would set the tone ear- 
ly with two stellar stops on drives that were crush- 
ed by the Terrier front line. Boskiewicz, playing 
head and shoulders better than any of his 
previous efforts, led a defense that was flying all 
night long. Flanked by Frank Fila, Derek Poole, 
John O’Brien, and others, Boskiewicz constantly 
urged on the troops and kept the Terriers racing 
out of their own offensive zone. There was no 
walking in this game, just all-out solid hustle. 

West Springfield Displays Its “Offense” 

The Terriers were clearly the better offensive 
club, and they displayed that with 10 or 15 
minutes of solid advances toward Graham in the 
Agawam nets. The charges were repelled time 
and again, but Agawam couldn’t match the Terrier 
offense and couldn’t keep the pressure off the 
defense. That’s why the defensive contribution 
was so significant. 

The only Agawam chances worthy of note was 
a Paul Klisiewicz roller that went wide left (at the 
27:00 minute mark) and a booming drive by 
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360 Springfield Street 
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Boskiewicz that was headed wide left by Mike 
Knodler with 24:30 remaining. 

West Side would score the game’s lone goal 
(with 23:27 remaining in the first half) when Dave 
Gasparek took a long feed on right wing. Graham 
tried to beat him to the ball because there were no 
defenders present to help, and Gasparek got there 
first and easily rolled the ball into the cage. 


At that point in time, it appeared that West Side 
would simply wear down the Brownies and beat 
them soundly. Nothing could have been further 
from the truth. It would be the Brownies who 
would pick up the intensity and carry it to the final 
whistle. It would be West Springfield hanging on 
for dear life to salvage their win. 


Kevin Willard led the Agawam offense as it 
Started to get cranked up soon after the Terrier 
goal. For a two-minute span midway in the open- 
ing half, Willard created two corners and the 
Brownies were inches away from tying the con- 
test. 


When the Terriers did get back down on their of- 
fensive end, they showed a great deal of creativity 
and derring do, but the athletic, acrobatic, and 
confident rarer did his thing and Boskiewicz 
(more than once) helped out by mashing the ball 
40 and 50 yards at aclip with a crushing right foot. 

O’Brien took one of those drives and made a 
fine pass up the middle which nearly sent Chris 
Wilkie away up the slot. Knodler and Joe Willis 
nearly combined on a nifty breakout. Nothing was 
clicking on offense. 


A Terrible Moment For The Brownies 

The Agawam defense had one terrible moment 
when everybody made a bad decision (including a 
wayward Graham) and the Terriers had the ball, an 
empty net, and no defenders at the tail end of the 
play. Somehow the ballcarrier blooped it right 
over the nets and Agawam survived a scare. This 
also served to heighten interest for the remainder 
of the game as the margin remained at one goal. 

Agawam nearly knotted the game right at the 
end of the half as Brian Chechile got away a low, 
knuckling drive that was smothered awkwardly at 
the feet of the goalkeeper. It was a huge chance 
(although unexpected and undeserved) and the 
Brownies went to the half trailing 1-0.

Finally, the deer worked off to the west, and | 
was able to leave the blind quietly. It was pitch 
black as | made my way to my truck. 

The above is what bowhunting is all about, and 
similar circumstances happen over and over. This 
is what | love about bowhunting. It is a challenge 
and when everything falls into place and you 
place an arrow right, memories of the hunt remain 
with you forever.
